HIS OWN WEAPON

HUTCHINSON, Kan., Feb. 24.—Jesse 
Haymaker, night clerk at the Wells- 
Fargo express office in the Santa Fe 
station heie, was murdered this morn- 
and both the dépot office and the up- 
town office of the express company 
were rebbed. It is believed the murderer 
and robber obtained only a small 
amount of money. 

Haymaker is believed to have been 
shot with his own weapon. It was at 
5 o'clock this morning that the night 
telegraph operator, George Clark, at 
the Santa Fe station heard a pistol shet. 
The telegraph office is located in a 
separate building near the depot and 
at the opposite end from the express 
office. 

Clark went outside, but saw no one. 
and returned to his work. Haymaker’s 
dead body was not discovered until an 
hour and a half later, when the dayman 
showed up at the express office. Then 
it was discovered that the money draw- 
ers of both the depot office and the 
uptown office of the express company 
had been robbed. 

Only a small amouht of money had 
been left in either place last night 
and the robber probably got less than 
$10. 

The police are on the track of a youth, 
19 years old, who wes geen hanging 
around the station before the crime was 
committed. He did not get home until 
6 o'clock this morning, “telling his 
mother that he had stayed with a boy 
friend over night. He left soon after 
and has not been seen since. 

The murder Was an unusually bold 
one. The place where the crime was 
committed is not 100 feet away from 
the main entrance to the Bisonte Hotel, 
and the shot Was heard by the night 
clerk there. Only one shot was heard, 
and but one wound in the head was 
found on the. body. A .45-caliber cart- 
ridge was found beside the body and 
Haymaker’s weapon, a ‘.45,"" is miss- 
ing.

Flames from Roof Singe Their 
Hair and Eyebrows, but 
They Escape.

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Phrilling incidents abounded as 60 fire- 
men, viewed by a throng which filled 
the wide space of Twelfth street, near 
Pine, did midair battle Wednesday with 
flames at the top of the six-story Mul- 
vihill furniture store. 

Vind which was almost a gale shook 
the half dozen tal! ladders to which, like 
sailors in the rigging, the fire fighters 
clung, Thousands of spectators gasped 
and groaned as one of the ladders, with 
Pipeman John Devine at its top, yielded 
to the blast and fell toward the burn- 
ing building. 

Devine, in deadly peril, swung off as 
the top of the ladder passed the fifth- 
story windew. The window was closed, 
but he kept his precarious hold on the 
sill until firemen raised it from within. 

The other ladders continued to creak 
and sway, and a few minutes later Chief 
Swingley, standing at the bottom of one 
of the ladders. heard it crack. 


Ladder Brexks Twice. 
*‘Come down!”’ the Chief trumpeted to 


the seven men who were carrying a line 
of hose toward the top, and the men 
scrainbled down. As they did so the 
ladder broke just above the head of the 
highest man. Even then the falling sac- 
tion threatened to sweep the men from 
the ladder, but it passed just beyond 
them. They had hardly reached the 
ground when the ladder broke agzn. 

As these accidents were hindering the 
firemen, the water tower canie clattering 
along Twelfth street and backed up to 
the front of the building. The tower has 
a solid standpipe, ending in a nozzle at 
its lofty top. 

As firemen scurried up the ladder, 
he tower was connected at the bot- 
tom and the water turned on. Before 
the water had mounted to the top, the 
cennection broke, and a half-dozen men 
on the greund were knocked down by 
the stream which burst from the leak. 

Chief Swingley said the tower had 
net been used for several years. The 
breaking of the connection rendered it 
worthless. 


Loss Estimated at 830,000 
Even with the handicaps of these ac- 


cidents, the firemen succeeded in keep- 
bing the blaze on the'‘sixth floor, where 
it had started, with some incidental <de- 
struction on the fifth floor. The loss 
is estimated by Chief Swingley at $30,- 
000, two-thirds being on the stock. M. 
J. Mulvihill, president of the Mulvihill 
Furniture Co., and chief owner of the 
stock, places the loss much higher. 

A general alarm was sounded for the 
fire, which broke out shortly before 9:30 
a. m. This summoned all the com- 
panies in the central part of tine city, 
and caused companies in outlying dis- 
tricts to “move up’”’ to other and nearer 
engine houses. 

Within the building at 112-114 North 
Twelfth street, and in the three-story 
bullding just nerth, there were two ex- 
citing rescues. A young man employed 
in the store ran to the sixth floor and 
became penned by flames. Firemen got 
him to the fire escape uninjured. His 
name was not learned. 


Girls Caught by Flames. 
In the next building, Margaret Ma- 


haney and Josie Martin, employes: of 
T. M. Jackson's restaurant, ran to the 
third floor to get their wraps and hats, 
and the roof, burning through, let @ 
singeing blast in on them. 

Their hair and eyebrows were scorched 
and they ran back downstairs without 
the articles they had sought. Firemen 
saved the building from great damage. 

From the roof the three-story 
building occupied by the Scannoll Leath- 
er Co., on Pine street, nine streams of 
water swept the Mulvihill building. 
Within, salvage corps men covered the 
stock rapidly with tarpaulins, 

The fifth and sixth floors were store- 
reoms and were well filled with furni- 
ture, much of it packed in straw and 
excelsior. The building, raised a few 
years ago frem three to six stories, 
was considered fireproof. 


Cashier Discovered Fire. 
There Was nO ope above the first 


floor when the fire broke out. Miss 
Nora Leahy, the cashier, first smelled 
smoke and called John F. Synder, the 
manager, Who rode to the fifth floor 
in the elevator. 

Four other employes haa time to col- 
lect their valuables before leaving the 
first floor office and gsalesroom. 

Mulvihill, who had just returned from 
Chicago, appeared soon after the fire- 
men came. His wife and their daughter, 
Miss Verenica Mulvyihji), were in the 
crowd which watched the exciting spec- 
tacle. 

Crossed electric wires petween the 
fifth and sixth floors are believed to 
have caused the fire.

A post mortem examination of the 
body of Louis Flory, whose six compan- 
fons in an automobile accounted for his 
death early Wednesday by saying he 
Was struck by a protruding wagon 
tongue, was ordered Wednesday after- 
noon by Deputy Coroner Carriere. 

The Deputy Coroner says City Hos- 
pital physicians have reported to him 
that only a slight bruise appears on 
young Flory’s body at the place where 
the wagon tongue Is said to have struck 
lim. He has ordered the post mortem 
physician, Dr. J. A. Hartmann, to look 
out for a possible trace of “knockout 
drops’’ or other poison in the stomach. 
Udrry R. Winzer and five other young 
men, Flory’s companions on the fatal 
ride, are prisoners awaiting the inquest, 
whieh will begin at 9 a. m. Thursday. 
The report on the post-mortem is to be 
made then. 

They stuck Wednesday to their first 
story of the manner of Flory's injury. 
A dim and flickering arc lamp at 
Twenty-second street and Lucas ave- 
nue gave so little light that the chauf- 
feur, speeding east on the almost de- 
serted street shortly before 1 a. m, 
did not see the wagon, which a careless 
teamster had left obstructing the pave- 
ment. As Winzer, turning the machine 
suddenly, avoided a wreck, the wagon 
tongue struck Flory in the right breast. 
The young man fell back. Winzer 
stopped the auto, which had been run- 
ning 20 miles an hour or faster, and it 
was proposed to take Flory to the City 
Dispensary. 

“No,” he said, “‘take me to my broth- 
er-in-law,’’ and he named an address 
on South Broadway. 


Arrive Too Late. 
Winzer ran the car to Olive street and 
turned east. At Sixteenth street he 
was seen to be unconscious, and the 
machine was run to the Dispensary. 
A physician ordered immediate _re- 
moval to the City Hospital, and Flory's 
comrades started to take him there. 
When the hospital was reached he was 
dead. ‘ 
A policeman at the hospital arrested 
the six young men in the auto, and, on 
learning where the accident had oc- 
curred, took them all to the Carr Street 
Station. 
Winzer admitted there that his em- 
ployer, M. E. Green of 4364 Delmar 
boulevard, had not known his c@r was 
out. 
Winzer gave his address as 4662 Del- 
mar boulevard. His companions were 
Fritz Walter of 4615 Delmar boulevard, 
Earl Miller and John F. Henthorn, same 
address; Joe Henly of 3740 Evans ave- 
LeQuertie of 4009 St.

Michael J. Mulvihill had been depu- 
tized to call on William F. Woerner 
in regard to his availability for mayor, 
but the Mulvihill furniture store on 
Twelfth street was burning about the 
time the meeting was called, and Mul- 
vihill aid not attend. 

The attitude of Woerner was there- 
fore not known to the committee. All 
members were present with the ex- 
ception of Mulvihill. Chairman Ward 
Said that probably there would not 
be another meeting until Monday 
night, 

Mr. Woerner, who is regarded by the 
City Committee as one of the strongest 
men mentioned for the mayoralty nomi- 
nation, is 44 years old and lives at 2124 
South Compton avenue. He is accounted 
a good public speaker and has done 
considerablé campaigning for the Demo- 
cratic party. 

He has told members of the committee 
that in order to make the race for May- 
or he would have to make some finan- 
cial sacrifices. 

He was for four years Associate City 
Counselor, and while serving in that ca- 
pacity he drafted the ordinance requir- 
ing the United Railways Co. to pay a 
tax of 1 mill on each passenger, in- 
stead of the usual license tax of $2 a 
car each year. 

Fought Traction Fight. 

The United Railways Co. resisted the 
of this ordinance, and 
Woerner conducted the city’s end of the 
litigation. The United States Supreme 
Court has upheld and 
there is now due the city more than 
$1,000,000 in back license taxes. 

The decision of the Supreme Court in 
this case establishes some new princi- 
ples of law, and attorneys say it paves 
the way for the ultimate Overruling of 
the John Marshall decision in the fa- 
mous Dartmouth College case. In that 
case the Supreme Court decided that a 
franchise granted by a municipality or 
state to a COrporation was a contract 
not subject to amendment. The United 
Railways Co., through its attorneys, 
cited the Dartmouth College decision in 
fighting the enforcement of the ordi- 
nance, declaring that the franchises 
of the company were contracts with the 
city which should not be affected by 
subsequent legislative enactment. Mr. 
Woerner contended that the taxing 
power of the city was independent. of 
the franchises, and won his case. His 
friends point to the achievement as 
giving him a leading position at the St. 
Louis bar. 

The Bar Association of st. Louis rec- 
ommended him for Circyit Judge - last 
fall. He made a strong race in the pri- 
maries, bul was defeated. 

He was one of the founders 
Young Democracy of st. Louis, which 
afterwards became the Jefferson Club 
He has been quite active in politics for 
years, and is now one of the directors of 
the Jefferson Club. 

Mr. Woerner saig Wednesday at his 
home that he wouldn't be a candidate 
if another man conld be found who 
would. He declined to discuss the mat- 
ter further. 

The committee has passed a resolu- 
tion that -no person whose name ap- 
pears on the freeholders’ ticket will be 
considered for any city otfes This 
resolution Will bar Jonn Sehroers and 
Edward Devoy, both Democrats, from 
consideration as mayoraity candidates.

Love Affair One Theory; He 
Had Courted Girl Won 
by Football Star. 


MILLS DENOUNCED HIM 


Acquitetd of Cruelty, General 
Called Him Disgrace to 
the Service. 


By Leased Wire From New York Bu- 
. reau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 24.—Sharp differ- 


ences of opinion exist in army circles as 


to the reason which prompted Lieut. 


John J. Moller of the Eighth Infantry, 
U. S. A., who formerly lived in St. 
Louis, to put a_ bullet through his 
brain Monday night at the Grand Union 
Hotel. Many of his friends on Gover- 
nor’s Island believe a crushing disap- 
pointment in love was the sole misfor- 
tune that made life. valueless to him. 
Others are positive that grief over un- 
just official censure upon his work in 
the Philippines unhinged his reason. 

Moller was graduated from West Point 
in 1904; assigned to the Eighth Infantry 
as second lieutenant and sent to Gover- 
nor’s Island, where he acted as post- 
jutant. While there he met Miss Eliz- 
abeth Shirley of Louisville, who regent- 
ly became the bride of Tom Shevlin, 
Yale’s footbal) star, allround’ athlete 
and millionaire. Miss Shirley was a 
frequent guest at the post, and Lieut. 
Moller was attentive to her. 

This friendship continued until the 
departure of Moller and his regiment 
for the Philippines in 1906. Friends of 
Moller are certain that the young officer 
was deeply attached to the Kentucky 
girl, but no one believes a formal en- 
gagement existed between them. 

Denounced by His General. 

Moller returned from the Philippines 
a year ago and was detailed to the 
Presidio, at Monterey, Cal. The sun- 
shine had gone out of his life. He 
had been courtmartialed in the Philip- 
pines on charge of permitting the tor- 
ture of native prisoners, and, although 
acquitted, had been denounced officially 
as a disgrace to the service by the 
General in command. 

On his return, friends say, he found 
that garbled versions of his service 
troubles had preceded him and that cer- 
tain former friends had been prejudiced 
against him, and worrying over these 
conditions, he was no longer the alert, 
hopeful junior officer, but a man aged 
far beyond his years.e« He was at his 
Western post when Miss Shirley was 
married. 

Among the prominent army men who 
do not credit this theory of disappoint- 
ed love in Moller’s case is Capt. Wil- 
liam T. Johnson of the Fifteenth Cav- 
alry. 

Brooded Over Mills’ Cencure. 

“I knew young Moller,”’ said the Cap- 
tain, “‘and believe that morbid brooding 
over his troubles in the Philippines 
drove him to suicide. He was prob- 
ably attentive to Miss Shirley, just as 
he was courteously attentive to other 
ladies. 

“But the thing that broke his heart, 
in my opinion, was the Philippine mat- 
ter. He was acquitted by a full board 
of officers. Nevertheless, Brigadier- 
General Mills, in command of the de- 
partment, denounced him mercilessly in 
a review of the findings of the court. 
It was like a judge branding as guilty 
a man found innocant by a competent 
jury. It tele worse for poor Moller 
than a verdict of guilty would have 
been. 4 believe it sent him to his 
death. 

Three young women

last night and requested 
permission to see the body of Lieut 
Moller. They declined to give their 
names or addresses, They appeared 
deeply moved when shown the body 
and the younger one inquired for a ring 
which she said the Lieutenant had 
worn on his left hana. She was told 
that the ring was in the possession of 
the police. Before leaving the morgue 
the women made a number of inquiries 
in regard to the funeral and the inter- 
ment.

Companion Fires on Railroad 
Watchman Whose Bullet 
Ends Boy’s Life. 





As the guests at a dance in East St. 
Louis were waltzing the last number 
on the program at midnight Tuesday, 
a stranger appeared on the floor and 
asked for Mr. and Mrs. August Cha- 
brier of 1423 Boismenue avenue. 

“There they are,” said Frank Scheut- 
zenhoffer, the not pointing to a couple 


waltzing. 
The stranger touched Chabrier’s arm. 


The other daneers*paused, and the mu- 
sic stopped. 

“Your son has been shot and killed,”’ 
the man told Chabrier. ‘‘His body is at 
a morgue. I will take you there now, 
if you wish to go.”’ 

Mr. and Mrs. Chabrier drove from the 
dance at 2250 Kansas avenué to the 
Degen-Doussard undertaking rooms, 
where they identified the body of their 
son, Emil, 18 years old, who had been 
killed four hours earlier in a pistol bat- 
tle with two railroad watchmen in tee 
Illinois Central yards at Rush City, a 
negro settlement in East St. Louls. 

Emil had been invited to accompany 
his parents to the dance. He declined, 
explaining that he was to call on @ 
young woman. 

Night Watchmen Edward Smith and 
Joseph Smith were patrolling the Rush 
City yards at 8 p. m. when they saw 
two youths emerge from a bex car Ccar~- 
rying a heavy sack of flour. They 
shouted to the youths to halt. One drew 
a revolver and emptied it at the two 
watchmen, and fled, while the other 
stood still, holding the flour. 

The watchmen ran forward, Smith fir- 
ing his revolver. Chabrier, the youth 
with the flour sack, fell to the ground 
with a bullet through his abdomen, He 
tas dead when the watchmen reached 
*him. His companion, whoge name is 
not known, escaped. 

After Mr. and Mrs. Chabrier identified 
the body of their son, Night Watchman 
Smith surrendered to the police. He 
will be held pending the verdict at the 
inquest, which will be held late Wednes- 


day afternoon.

Two Electrical Storms Wreck 
Buildings at New Al- 
bany, Miss. 





MEMPHIS, Tenn., Feb. 24.—That .the 
storm of wind and rain which prevailed 
in Eastern Arkansas, Northern Missis- 
Sippi and Western ‘l'ennessee was most 
severe is confirmed by advices received 
today. The full force of the storm was 
felt in Lonoke, Woodruff, Prairie and 
Poinsett counties, Arkansas.

Damage in Mississippi.

At New Albany two electrical and 
wind storms prevailed and several 
houses were struck by lightning. At 
Tunica a number of buildings were dam- 
aged and several were completely 
wrecked. 

In Memphis and vicinity the storm was 
quite severe. At Aulon, Mrs. C. E. 
Baldwin was caught among the wreck- 
age of her home,and seriously injured. 

At Gregge’s Station a church building 
was razed and several small houses 
were wrecked. 

At Binghamton several buildings were 
damaged.

Missouri Produce Merchants 


Hold First Convention 
in St. Louis. 


VISIT THE EXCHANGE 


Annual Transactions in Poul- 
try and Eggs Amounts 
to $45,00,000. 





Two hundred poultry, egg and butter 
wholesale dealers, are crowing over the 
greatness of the Missouri hen in their 
first annual convention, which met at 
the Planters Hotel Wednesday. There 
was a loud cackle in the lobby of the 
hotel while the men who annually 
handle and ship $45,000,000 worth of Mis- 
sourl poultry and eggs got acquainted 
with each‘ other. 

The visitors were guests of the St. 
Louis Poultry, Egg and Butter Ex- 


esr were. met at the hotel by F. W. 
Brockman, president of the exchange, 
and escorted to its headquarters, at 812 
North Third street. 

Thomas S. McPheeters, formerly a 
leader in “solar walk’’ politics in St. 
Louis, is wearing the longest spurs at 
the convention. Mr. McPheeters has a 
large cold storage house, and he was 
interested in having the dealers make 
an exploration of its refrigerated cav- 
erns. He entertained the visitors at 
luncheon at the Planters. ‘ 

Missouri Poultry Profitable. 

F. M. Stamper of Moberly is president 
of the Association of Missouri Whole- 
sale Egg, Poultry and*Butter Dealers. 

“The poultry industry of Missouri is 
now one of its greatest sources of 
wealth and profit,’’ said Mr. Stamper. 
“Prices of poultry and eggs have. been 
high because of the scarcity of feed. 
Farmers did not feed their hens boun- 
tifully and of course the hens retali- 
ated by refusing to lay eggs. If there 
had been a little more reciprocity be- 
tween the farmers and the hen you city 
people would not have been compelled 
to pay such high prices for eggs. 

‘The demand has always exceeded the 
supply. The egg and poultry business 
thrives in every part of the State, and 
many people are coining money out of 
the industry.’’ 

Eggs Cheaper in Chicago. 

While the Missouri wholesalers were 
assembling in St. Louis for their con- 
vention the Chicago Butter and Egg 
Board of Trade issued a statement de- 
claring that retailers are demanding ex- 
tortionate prices from the public. 

The statement says: ‘““The press com- 
mittee of the Chicago Butter and Egg 
Board of Trade wishes to announce to 
the public that the price of new laid 
fresh eggs has declined seven cents in 
a week, so that the consumer should 
buy the best eggs from retailers for 
27 cents a dozen.”’ 

Many Chicago retailers, 
press dispatches, bought heavy 
of eggs before the slump, and are try- 
ing to hold up prices. 

President Brockman of the St. Louis 
Exchange told a Post-Dispatch report- 
er that the wholesalers are not inter- 
ested here in the retail price of eggs. 

Wholesalers Not Concerned, 

“After we sell the eggs we are not 
concerned what the retailer gets for 
them or does with them,’’ said Mr. 
Brockman. ‘“‘We do not intend to get 
ourselves entangled in the retailers’ af- 
fairs. We have enough to do to attend 
to our own business.”’ 

An executive session of the conven- 
tion will be held Wednesday afternoon. 
A banquet at $3 a plate will be given at 
the Planters Wednesday evening. 

Speeches at the convention and the 
banquet will be made by 8S. E. Murray 
of Sedalia, B. W. Redfearn of St. Louis, 
John L. VanNeste of New York, O. A. 
Wilson of St. Louis, W. L. Grush of 
Kansas City, George W. Brown of New 
York, H. A. Emerson of Chicago, F. 1 
W. Brockman of St. Louis, C. P.

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With the exception of a law providing for a 
substantial tax on inheritances which is in ac- 
cord with sound public policy, the State Legis- 
lature should create no additional taxes. It 
‘should refrain from placing unnecessary tax bur- 
dens on legitimate business interests, on mercan- 
tile and manufacturing corporations which con- 
duct the industria) and commercial activities of 
the State. 

There is no need of additional tax laws beyond 
the inheritance tax. The present laws, if en- 
forced, would provide the revenue required by the 
State. All that is necessary is the equalizing of 
taxation throughout the State bv the Board of 
Equalization in accordance with the laws now in 
the statute books. Under the law the Equalization 
Board, which met today, is directed to “equalize 
the valuation of the real and personal propery 
among the several counties of the State.” This 
equalization should be done by raising the valua- 
tion of under-valued property and reducing the 
valuation of over-valued property. 

It is notorious that the valuation of the prop- 
erty in many counties is ridiculously low. Outside 
of St. Louis the valuation for assessment ranges 
from 20 to 50 per cent. The average is 39 per

The Boafd of Equaliza- 
tion wants to avoid the hostility of the country 
taxpayers who are now evading their fair share 
of taxes. Every Board has dodged this duty and 
the proposal of Gov. Hadley to tax corporations 
indicates that he and his associates, the Secre- 
tary of State, Auditor, Treasurer and Attorney- 
General, are preparing to dodge it. 

The present system of taxation is bad. It 
ought to be reformed, but its injustices should 
be diminished, not emphasized by makeshift tax 
levies on the handiest objects. 

The corporation is an easy mark. The people 
of the rural] districts are willing that the reve- 
nue burdens of the State shall be unloaded on 
the cities where the greater corporations do busi- 
ness. Let the cities pay the taxes is the slogan. 

But there is a double injustice in this proposed 
corporation tax, because the heaviest burden will 
be borne by St. Louis, which now pays 40 per cent 
of the State revenue. About 75 per cent of all the 
corporate values in the State are located in St. 
Louis. Not only is St. Louis overtaxed, but the 
corporations here bear their share of the burden. 
They now pay in addition to’ taxes on their real 
property and stock a special license tax on their 
sales. 

The mercantile and manufacturing corporations 
of the cities and towns are essential to the pros- 
perous activities of the State. They develop its 
resources and increase its wealth. They promote 
the prosperity of all the people of the State. 
They ought not to be driven from the State or dis- 
couraged and hampered by excessive taxation. 
They ought not to have unnecessary 
thrown upon them to meet revenue deficiencies 
caused by the evasion of their legal duty on the 
part of State authorities for the purpose of mak-

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JUVENILE COURTS. 





Need of Their Extension to All Parts 
of the State in Accordance With 
the Provisions of a Pend- 
ing Statute. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The organization of children’s courts 
which has made such rapid progress in 
this country, has extended to Euro- 
pean countries. England nas just passed 
a bill providing for children’s courts, 
and Austria, Germany, France and Italy 
are “adapting the New York juvenile 
court laws to their own localities.” 

What are we accomplishing here in 
Missouri? It was the desire of the pro- 
moters of the original 8t. Louis juvenile 
court law, passed in 1903, to procure the 
passage of a law applying to the entire 
State, but Ut was finally deemed wiser 
to confine its operation to one or two 
cities, with the purpose of gradual ex- 
tension. At the end of six years the 
children of three countie% only have the 
benefit of its wise and merciful pro- 
visions. Outside of these counties the 
same conditions exist that before 1903 
prevailed in St. Louis. Let us see what 
were these. 

Children arrested for the violation of 
a city ordinance were, a8 we are aware. 
tried the following day with the dregs 
of the city’s adult population in one of 
the three ‘police courts, In such cases 
there was at least no delay between the 
commission of the offense and its pun- 
ishment. Children accused of the vio- 
lation of a State law were locked up in 
the holdover, in the basement of the 
Four Courts Building, there to await a 
preliminary hearing tn the Court of 
Criminal Correction. When the day of 
trial was set they were placed in the 
jail, there to remain until they should 
appear in court. A record of the cases 
of children under 16 years of age, tried 
in the Court of Criminal Correction dur- 
ing a period of nine months In 1900-1901, 
shows that they remained fn jail await- 
ing trial from one to two weeks. [If 
held for the grand jury this confinement 
sometimes continued three or four 
months. 

A Judge of our Juvenile Court who 
carefully considers each individual case 
would be surprised at the curious uni- 
formity of sentence under the old re- 
gime. If the child was adjudged gullty 
the penalty Was occasionally payment 
of costs, but usually a fine of from $10 
to $0. The fine was never paid, and in 
default thereof the child was sent to 
the House of Refuge. 

These conditions, with some variations, 
still ewist in all but three counties of 
the State, and the small and crowded 
county jails in which children are con- 
fined both before and after trial, are 
worse than our large city jail. The in- 
discriminate association in our county 
jails makes them veritable schools of 
crime. Simple justice then, requires that 
all the children of the State share the 
fadvantages Of our juvenile court sys- 
tem, which should be extended as rap- 
idiy as possible, making use of existing 
courts in counties of smaller popula- 
tion. 

A bill now before the Forty-fifth Gen- 
eral Assembly provides for the establish- 
ment of juvenile courts in counties con-' 
taining 59,000 inhabitants and over. It 
applies to all citles in the State of con- 
giderable size. The duty of our legisla- 
tors at the present moment is to pass 
this bill with a pledge of further ac- 
tion in the future.
